HOISTED IN GERMAN COLON 


ASKS PARCELS POST TO 
CARRY GRANDSON FROM 
EDMONTON TO ASQUITH 


When an old lady, somewhat stooped 
with the weight of years, approached 
an official of the Edmonton post office 
Friday morning and ;sked that the 6- 
year-old boy by her side might be sent 
by parcel post to Asquith, Sask., that 
official's eyes opened wide in wonder- 
ment. He stood dazed for a moment, 
wondered if he had heard the old lady's 
request correctly, and put the question 
to the lady. 

Yes, the little boy’s name was George 
Lerick, and she was his grandmother. 
She had heard of the low rates of the 
parcel post and wished to have the lad 
sent to the Saskatchewan town by par- 
cel post. 

On the boy’s arm was an express tag 
with his name and destination, but the 
old lady's question as to how much it 
would cost, brought the information, 
that acoording to the postal regula- 
tions, human bodies were not allowed 
to be transported through the mail. 

There was a look of disappointment 
upon the old lady's face as she was told 
of this, and the little boy stepped a bit 
closer to his guardian. 

The post office official said he was 
sorry, but it-was against the rules, and 
she would have to send the boy in the 
regular way, which would cost much 
more than she had thought, and more 
than she could easily afford. 

And then she related to a number 
that had heard her story, of how she 
had been In the States when the par- 
cel post was inaugurated there some 
three years ago, and how her son, the 
father of this boy, had been employed 
in the service, and upon one occasion 
had found it his duty to deliver a small 
baby, carefully tied in a small basket 
and properly labeled, in one of the large 
cities of the middle States. 

“When the parcel post was first es- 
tablished several children were receiv- 
ed by postmasters and forwarded to 
their destination, some of them being 
mere infants in arms,” she said. But

SIRIAMES WHITNEY 
ONTARIO'S PREMIER 


PASSES IN TT YEAR 


Prime Minister of Conservative 
Party in ‘Banner’ Province 
Since 1905, 


Toronto, Sept, 25.—Sir James Whit- 
ney, premier of Ontario, died at noon 
today, 

Lieut, Colonel Hon. Sir James Pliny 
Whitney, K.T., K.C.M.G,, L.L.D., D.C.L., 
K.C., prime minister of the province 
of Ontario since 1905 and leader of the 
conservative party in the provincial 
house since 1895, was born in Wil- 
Namsburg, Dundas county, Ontario, in 
1843, being a son of Richard Leet 
Whitney and Clarissa Jane Fairman, 
his wife, and a descendant of United 
Empire Loyalist: stock. 

Mr. Whitney was called to the bar 
in i876 and began the practice of his 
profession at Morrisburg. In 1886 he 
contested Dundas for the seat in the 
Ontario house but was defeated by the 
small majority of 26. The successful 
candidate was unseated at the end of 
the session and 
which ensued on January 31, 1888, Mr. 
Whitney was elected to the legislature 
for the first time by a majority of 28, 
From that time onward he represented 
his home constituency in the legisla- 
ture, In April, 1896, Mr. Whitney, on 
the retirement of Mr. Marter, was 
chosen leader of the party, then in op-/ 
position, and through the long years 
of his side’s minority in the house, he! 
fought with undiminished vigor and) 
determination.

trary and wholesale reduction of wages they have done something for 
which they are entitled to a hearty vote of thanks. Their situation

their occupation and the necessity of their continued service helps

Owing to good counsels on botlt sides there has grown up in 
the city of Edmonton in recent years something in the nature of a 
peace pact between employer and employee, the pact having had its 
basis in toleration, negotiation and arbitration. 
broad-spirited consideration Edmonton has been allowed togalmost 
froget that such a thing as a wage question has any tangible existence, 
the public dropping into the comfortable thoughtlessness of epatene 
the industrial struggles which shake other cities as something only 
remotely possible in this. 

Now, in the face of a condition which all are asked to believe 
will soon right itself, and without consideration of how toilsomely and 
conscientiously this neutrality has been built up nor how intimately it 
affects the lives of thousands of people, there suddenly arises a pan- 
Icky haste to upset the whole thing lest somebody be left in enjoy- 
ment of what he earns at a time when the price of real estate is fall- 
Ing and wealth in city lots becomes a drug on the market. ; 

"There is an unfairness and unreasonableness about this which 
those who are dependent upon a weekly wage check will not be slow 
to see and which, seeing, will lead them into a different mental attl- 
tude when the present situation has cleared and the question again 
comes up for consideration. This much, at least, they will be quick 
to point out: that the distraction brought about by the mention of war 
has been due not to any lowering of the value of their services, but 
to the inevitable culmination of an era of exploitation which had Its 
origination long before the thought of war and which had passed its 
zenith months before war was declared. This being the case, they 
will be likely to ask why they should be required to shoulder the 
consequences of the failure of speculations in which they, as wage 
earners had no part and which, in any event, meant higher rents and 
more onerous conditions for them had they turned out well, 

The question is a very large one and one which should not be 
handled blindly. In it are all the elements of unrest, discord and 
secial disturbance. A balance having been struck, a standard of liv- 
Ing established, to upset it precipitately is to bring a train of troubles 
which radiate into every line of business and public and private actl- 
vity, affecting the groceryman, the butcher, the landlord, the theater, 
the electric light and street railway receipts, the coal dealer, everyone 
and e\ erything, These considerations, and the consideration that to 
Alash a standard of living leads almost inevitably to a struggle for its 
re-establishment, should be taken into consideration by every em- 
ployer, the city, the province, the corporations and the individual, and 


made there should be very careful enquiry as to whether the compul- 
sory economies cannot be affected by a reduction in staff or in hours 
without a tampering with the wage and salary scales upon which the 
standard of living in the community is indubitably predicted.

Germans Withdrawing From 
Russia to Make Final Effort 
To Hold Invaders, 


FORCE OF COSSACKS IS 
ALREADY NEAR CRACOW 


Large Austrian. Field Force 
Still Resisting South and 
West of Przemsyl, 


London, Sept. 25,—Despatches from 
Nome, Tetrograd and Amsterdam up 
to last night, confirm intimations that 
all attempts to hold the Russian within 
Galicia and Poland until the combat 
in the west is decided hace failed, and 
that the Germans are withdrawing 
from Russiun territory and are com- 
bintng with such Austrian forces as 
have escaped capture or disintegration 
in a final effort to block the Russians 
from Prussia and Silesia. 

It 1s now certain that the Russian 
advance 1s a double movement. A 
great army Is moving westward and 
southwestward from Warsaw for the 
vurpose of striking at Posen, while 
another army is entering from Galician 
by teh collapse of Austrian resistance 
and {9 co-operating by an advance 
against Cracow, Its conservatively 
estimated that the Russian strength in 
the two armies, is not less than 1,500,- 
000 this exclusive of the reserves held 
to guard Galicia and Russian Poland.

lo carry out the plan Germany did not hesitate to violate the 
neutrality of Belgium, to the guaranteeing of which the German na- 
tion had pledged its word. The advantage which this violation of a 
pledge oflered Germany arose from the fact that France, belleving 
that Germany would keep its pledge, had not fortified the Belgian 
frontier, Now, having opened up Belgium as a highway for the clash- 
ing armies, Germany is about to be forced back across the Belgian 
frontier on their own side where the lack of fortifications is about to 
make them as vulnerable to attack as they found the French. 

Had the Germans kept the faith in this they would have placed 
themselves in the position where the French could not have invaded 
them from Belgium except at the cost of the good-opinion of the 
civilized world; something which Germany is commencing to realize 
Is a valuable asset. 

\lso, had the Germans not been obsessed with the madness for 
fin aggressive war, but been content to employ their military genius 
In preparing for the defense of their country, thelr eastern country

Germany forgot that the pendulum swings as far one way as it 
does the other; that the penalty which they would be compelled to pay 
for the invasion of their neighbors’ territories was the Invasion of 
thelr own, There is an implacable equation in the affairs of men and 
nations which none can escape.
